June graduates will total 
150, and candidates for degrees 
In August number 33. 

Dr. Andrew D. Holt, presi¬ 
dent of The University of Ten¬ 
nessee, will deliver the address 
to the seniors. He will be Intro¬ 
duced by Dr. Paul Meek, vice- 
president In charge of the 
Martin Branch. 

Music for the occasion will 
be furnished by Mrs. Marilu- 
cllle Counce, organist; Miss 
Peggy Smith, soloist, with 
Thomas Hay on the clarinet, 
and Robert Stewart accompany¬ 
ing on the piano. 

The Reverend Thomas W. 
Pope, pastor of First Baptist 
Church, Martin, will give the 
invocation and pronounce the 
benediction. 

Degrees will be conferred 
by Dr. Holt up^n presentation of 
the graduates by the department 
heads.

Record Enrollment 
Expected For Fall 

A record enrollment of ap¬ 
proximately 1,350 freshmen and 
1,150 upper classmen for fall 
quarter 1065, is indicated by all 
of the available statistics, ac¬ 
cording to Henry C. Allison, 
registrar of The University of 
Tennessee Martin Branch. 

This gives us a projected 
enroUment of about 2,500 
students, Mr. Allison added. 
This figure might be somewhat 
increased If some of the pres¬ 
ent plans for additional hous¬ 
ing materialize. 

The registrar’s office re¬ 
ported that 1,153 students had 
been given tentative acceptance 
as of April 1. Last year there 
were 724 students registered 
for the same period and date. 
These statistics show a 59.2 
percent Increase for students 
accepted as of April 1. The 
women show an Increase of 78.7 
percent and the men show an In¬ 
crease of 46.4 percent over last 
year. 

Mr. Allison also stated that 
the registrar’s office Is con¬ 
tinuing to receive numerous ap¬ 
plications for admission. 


Residence Hall Reassigned 
To Women For Fall Quarter 


If we house all students who are expected to seek enrollment 
at The University of Tennessee Martin Branch this fall, It 
will be necessary for us to use all facilities to maximum advant¬ 
age, Vice President Paul Meek said yesterday. , 

In carrying out a plan not to turn away any qualified student. 
It will be necessary to allocate the new 264-unlt dor¬ 
mitory to housing for women. This unit will be ready 


for occupancy In September, 
Vice President Meek said. It 
was originally planned to use 
the new facility one year for 
men. 

The men who were to be 
housed In this new dormitory 
will be shifted to new facili¬ 
ties In the picnic grove which 
will be completed by the begin¬ 
ning of fall quarter. These fa¬ 
cilities, consisting of 10 units, 
will house a minimum of 267. 

To alleviate the housing 
situation further, construction 
will begin In June on a new 
528-unlt dormitory for man east 
of the dormitory presently being 


built. This unit will be ready 
before the fall of 1966, Vice 
President Meek said. 


Men will continue to occupy 
Freeman Hall, Carter Hall, the 
main men’s residence hall, and 
Mt. Pella Lodge, If needed. 

The housing units In the 
picnic grove east of the wo¬ 
men’s gym will also provide 
space for four sororities and 
some apartments for married 
students and faculty. The oc¬ 
cupants of the recently vacated 
housing units in the grove will 
be given housing priority this 
fall. 

With the adding of the 264 
places for women in the new 
dormitory near the present wo¬ 
men’s residence haU, It is like¬ 
ly that some might like to trans¬ 
fer their reservations, RusseU 
Duncan, student welfare officer, 
said. This caa be done, and he 
Is advising students to do so be¬ 
fore June 1. Rooms In the new 
dormitory are rapidly being 
filled throngh reservations and 
the same applies to the men’s 


housing. 

A schedule of prices for the 
various housing units has been 
released by Gene Stanford, 
business manager. The new air 
conditioned dormitory with con¬ 
necting baths, presently under 
construction, $90 per quarter; 
Women’s Main Residence Hall, 
new air conditioned wing, $80; 
the main section of Women’s 
Residence Hall, $70; ground 
floor, $45. 

Main Men’s Residence Hall, 


$70; ground floor, $45; Free¬ 
man, Carter and Mt. Pella, 
$50; picnic grove units, four- 
men and five-men suites, air 
conditioned, rates have not been 
set but will be In line with 
similar housing.

It has been used at UTMB since 
the college has been a part of 
The University of Tennessee. 
In Its present form, It has 
been used about 25 or 30 years. 

"The candlelighting service 
represents the passing of the 
torch of the Volunteer to a new 
alumnus,” said Earl M. Knepp, 
professor of agricultural en¬ 
gineering, who has been In 
charge of Aloha Oe for many 
years. "You accept the torch 
and Its responsibilities as a new 
alumnus of the university.”

Bids on a 528-unlt men’s 
residence hall will be opened 
June 16 at 3 p.m., at The Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee Martin 
Branch, Dr. Edward J. Boling, 
U-T vice president for develop¬ 
ment, announced yesterday. 

Bids will be advertised be¬ 
ginning May 13. The new facil¬ 
ity which will cost an estimated 
$1.6 million will be completed 
August 17, 1966. 

The new dormitory will be 
In the shape of two letter "Y’s” 
with the main stems of 
each Joined together end to end. 
The design is approximately the 
same as the residence hall al¬ 
ready under construction but 
which Is only one-half the size 
the new one will be when com¬ 
pleted. 

UTMB Will Offer 
Master's Degree 
By Summer 1966 

A committee from U-T 
Knoxville visited campus May 
11-12 to study the possibility of 
establishing a master of science 
degree in education at the Mar¬ 
tin Branch, Dr. Glam Galllen, 
head of the Education Depart¬ 
ment, said yesterday. 

Members of the committee 
were: Dr. Hilton Smith, dean 
of the Graduate School; Dr. 
Edward C, Merrill, dean of the 
College of Education; Dr. Earl 
Ramer, head of Department of 
Curriculum and Instruction; Dr. 
Travis L. Hawk, professor of 
educational psychology; Dr. 
George Brady, head Of the De¬ 
partment of Physical Educa¬ 
tion, all of U-T Knoxville, and 
Dr. Archie Dykes, head of the 
U-T Memphis Center. 

A plan which would enable 
UTMB to move Into a program 
which would provide a master’s 
degree that would meet the 
needs of elementary and sec¬ 
ondary teachers will be sug¬ 
gested by the committee, Dr. 
Galllen said. 

When the recommendations 
suggested by the committee are 
accomplished by UTMB, a pro¬ 
posal for the master’s program 
will be submitted for approval 
to the Graduate Council at U-T 
Knoxville. 

There are definite possi¬ 
bilities that arrangements for 
Installing a master's degree 
program at UTMB will be com¬ 
pleted during the coming school 
year, Dr. Galllen added.

“You better watch out and 
don't get scalped this summer,” 
was one of the comments of a 
friend of Clare Nell Chandler 
when she found out that Clare 
Nell would be living with the 
Indians In Oklahoma this sum¬ 
mer. 

She Is a Junior In home eco¬ 
nomics at The University of 
Tennessee Martin Branch. 
Clare Nell will leave June 4 
to begin the ten weeks period 
In Oklahoma. At UTMB, she 
Is a member of the Home Eco¬ 
nomics Chapter, the Volette 
staff, and Zeta Tau Alpha 
sorority. 

Clare Nell will be living with 
the Choctaw Indians of South-

eastern Oklahoma and working 
with them in their Vacation 
Church Schools and camps. On 
the weekends, she will live with 
the missionary In the town 
Idabel, which Is the center of 
the area. She Is under ap¬ 
pointment with the Cumberland 
Presbyterian Church. The 
churches cover an area of ten 
counties all of which are locat¬ 
ed In remote areas, miles from 
any town. Most of the people 
live only on government aid, 
thus their homes and housing 
are In poor condition and with¬ 
out modern facilities. The ac¬ 
tivities of the church are the 
central life of the Indians. It 
Is their social as well as spiri¬ 
tual life, she added. At several 
of the churches, the Indians 
come to the church on Friday 
night and spend the weekend on 
the grounds for singing, worship 
services, and fellowship. 

The program of the schools, 
which lasts a week or ten days, 
will consist of creative acti¬ 
vities, study periods and recre¬ 
ation. The students attending 
will be from the primary age 
to the early twenties. Most of 
the young people can speak 
English, some of the older 
Choctaw Indians speak only the 
Choctaw language. 

She has already met the mis¬ 
sionary with whom she will be 
working. 

"That’s how I know the little 
that I do,” she said. “One of 
the families and several Indian 
girls came to Bethel College, 
McKenzie, several weeks ago 
and this gave me a chance to 
meet the people.” 

There are 32,000 Indians In 
this area and the missionary 


said that we would only reach 
400 of them, she added. 

Some of the Indians do not 
have any motivation to attend 
public schools. They will stay 
away from school with the least 
excuse; however, they all are 
eager * to attend the Bible 
Schools, she said. 

She’s already prepared for 
her summer. “One of my 
friends has already given me an 
Indian peace pipe to use In mak¬ 
ing friends,” she added 
humorously.

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Much Color In Graduation Spring Quarter 


If One Knows How To Watch 

College and university grad- American Council on Education 


uatlon ceremonies are rampant 
with color yet most of the thou¬ 
sands of people who attend these 
rites go away only with the 
memory of long black lines. 

They're likely to see almost 
every color In the spectrum, 
representing scholarly achieve¬ 
ment In many fields, but only a 
few ever take the trouble to 
find out what the various hues 
mean. For the rest of us 1fs 
like the vendor says at a base¬ 
ball game — "You can’t tell 
the players without aprogram.” 

However, it's easy to pick 
the lawyers, doctors, librar¬ 
ians, etc., out of the crowd. A 
glance at his gown, cap and hood 
will tell you what you want to 
know about a man’s field and 
the extent of his education. 

The bachelor’s gown has 
long pointed sleeves and two 
pleats on either side and now¬ 
adays like all gowns, zips down 
tiie center. Next up the ladder 
Is the master’s gown which dif¬ 
fers from the bachelor’s gown 
In that It has a long crescent¬ 
shaped sleeve. 

At the top of the heap Is 
the doctor who wears a gown 
with full-length velvet panels In 
front which are either black or 
the color of the Individual's 
department of learning. 

It is the hoods which usual¬ 
ly give you the best clue as to 
the scholar’s profession. Es¬ 
sentially they are the same in 
cut. The bachelor’s hood Is 
three feet long and has a two- 
inch wide velvet band while the 
master’s hood Is three and one- 
half feet long with a three-inch 
wide velvet band and the doctor¬ 
al hood is four feet long with a 
five-inch wide velvet band. 

The similarity ends there, 
however, since the color of the 
velvet band represents the de¬ 
partment of learning while the 
lining of the hood symbolizes 
the official colors of the school 
which awarded the degree. Each 
of the many different fields has 
Its own special color, ranging 
from maize for the school of 
Agriculture to scarlet for 
Theology or Divinity. In some 
schools the mortarboard tassel 
Include white for Arts, Letters 
and Humanities; drab for Busi¬ 
ness Administration, Com¬ 
merce, Accountancy; lilac for 
Dentistry; copper for Eco¬ 
nomics; light blue for Education; 
orange for Engineering; brown 
for Fine Arts; russet for Fores¬ 
try; crimson for Journalism; 
purple for Law; lemon for Li¬ 
brary Science; and green for 
Medicine. 

Also, pink for Music, apri¬ 
cot for Nursing, silver gray for 
Oratory, olive green for Phar¬ 
macy, dark blue for Philosophy, 
sage green for Physical Educa¬ 
tion, peacock blue for Public 
Administration Including 
Foreign Service, salmon pink 
colors also connote the same 
story as the velvet band colors 
on the hoods, while In others 
black Is the color for all gradu¬ 
ates except doctors, who wear 
gold. 

Colors established by the 


for Public Health, gold-yellow 
for Science, citron for social 
Science, and gray for Veter¬ 
inary Science. 

In addition, the following 
colors have been used tradi¬ 
tionally by colleges dealing with 
specialized fields of learning. 
These Include nlle green for 
Chiropody, pearl gray for 
Chiropractic, cerise for Napra- 
pathy, seafoam for Optometry, 
and green for Osteopathy. 

There also are special rules 
governing usage of caps, gowns, 
and hoods. For example the 
president and members of the 
governing body of a college or 
university may wear doctor's 
gowns even If they do not hold 
the degree, but their hoods may 
represent only degrees actually 
held. The mortarboard hat is 
worn at all times except during 
prayer or when the National 
Anthem Is played, and the tas¬ 
sel Is draped over the left 
temple at all times. 

White collars are available 
for women candidates for the 
bachelor's degree but are worn 
only when there Is no hood. 
Collars are not worn with 
master’s or doctor’s gowns.

Dr. Tomlinson To Study Russian 
In Summer Institute At Yale U. 


Dr. Muriel D. Tomlinson, 
chairman oftheModemForelgn 
Language Section at The Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee Martin 
Branch, has been accepted for 
attendance at the Summer Lan¬ 
guage Institute of Yale Univer¬ 
sity. 

Dr. Tomlinson will follow an 
eight-week Intensive program 
In Russian. Having already 
completed fifteen semester 
hours In Russian grammar and 
reading. Dr. Tomlinson Is In¬ 
terested In acquiring a speaking 
knowledge of the language. 

In addition, the summer 
course will give Dr. Tomlin¬ 
son further Insight Into the new 
audlo-llngual approach to the 
teaching of foreign languages. 
As she discovered at a confer¬ 
ence In Atlanta not long ago, 
even the experts are at a loss 
not only as to the best methods 
of using a laboratory, but also - 
and especially - as to the best 
methods of testing comprehen¬ 
sion and speaking ability. 

By taking the summer 
course at Yale, Dr. Tomlinson 
says she hopes, through per¬ 
sonal experience, to be able to 
Judge better the problems of 
students confronted with the new 
approach. One of the main 
difficulties In using mechanical 
equipment, according to Dr. 
Tomlinson, Is the student’s 
failure to accept the responsi¬ 
bility for active learning while 
listening. The student who, 
with earphones In place, me¬ 
chanically repeats what he 


hears while hls mind Is on 
something else, will gain little 
from the time spent In a labor¬ 
atory. Although the student Is 
In a sense provided with an In¬ 
dividual "tutor,” more respon¬ 
sibility rests on each student If 
he Is to profit from any of the 
newly devised mechanical ma¬ 
chines which have been Intro¬ 
duced Into the educational pro¬ 
cess. 

The eight-week course will 
give the students 160 contact 
hours. From first hand ex¬ 
perience, Dr. Tomlinson says 
she hopes to be able to evaluate, 
also, the merits of the more 
Intensive programs, Involving 
more contact hours in a shorter 
space of time, which have been 
Introduced Into the normal pro¬ 
gram of some universities.

In U.S. When Reds Capture Cuba

Each year more and more 
refugees come to America from 
Communist countries of which 
Cuba Is one. 

Dr. Edmundo P. Robalna, 
Spanish Instructor at The Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee Martin 
Branch, Is one of the thousands 
ni frrtm c»«tro’s Cuba. 


Cuba. After this, he began to 
work In order to earn enough 
money to bring his wife and 
child to America. Six months 
later they were reunited In New 
York City. 

Dr. Robalna worked In a 
supermarket, a bakery, a hos¬ 
pital and an Import and export

His exile began In November 
of 1960. At this time, he realiz¬ 
ed that he could no longer re¬ 
main In Cuba because of his 
opposition to the communist 
government. He had to leave 
his family and his expectant wife 
In Cuba. The communists would 
not allow her to leave because 
of her condition. 

Dr. Robalna was arrested 
several times and once was 
taken before the "G-2” (op¬ 
pressive political police). At 
this time he was questioned 
continuously for seven hours 
before his release. It was at 
this time that he was given the 
warning : "Be very careful 
counter-revolutionaries like 
you usually go to the pare- 
don” (firing squad). After this 
warning, he began preparing his 
documents for leaving the coun¬ 
try. 

In Cuba, Dr. Robalna was an 
attorney-at-law for twelve 
years and a Spanish teacher. 
While working at the Mlnlsterio 
del Trabajo (Labor Department) 
as a lawyer, he began to realize 
that things were not as they 
should be. He said that 
Marxism-Leninism Indoctrina¬ 
tion courses began and those 
who would not attend were con¬ 
sidered to be counter-revolu- 


company. 

"All these I have done and 

I am not ashamed to say It. 
The main reason Is because I 
have freedom, which Is 
something one enjoys In an un¬ 
conscious way, not knowing Its 
value until one has lost It. By 
this, I don’t mean material free¬ 
dom, I mean spiritual freedom. 
Life has not been easy at all 
for us Cubans, but we like the 
United States because here we 
feel like human beings again,” 
he stated. 

After two years here, Dr. 
Robalna started work on a de¬ 
gree from an American Uni¬ 
versity. Also, since he has been 
here, a second daughter has 
been born. 

In conclusion, Dr. Robalna 
said, "After these years living 
In the USA, I have learned to 
love and respect this country 
and Its people. I appreciate 
the generous help we have re¬ 
ceived and hope someday, I will 
be able to show In some way, 
my American friends, that I am 
a grateful man.”

He also stated that Incapable 
personnel were placed In key 
positions only because they 
were members of the socialist 
party. Castro created hatred 
between the rich and the poor 
and between the Negroes and the 
Whites. Also, religious people 
were persecuted. The revolu¬ 
tion in the mountains was only 
a step toward communism. 

"Before Castro we had suf¬ 
fered for seven years the tyran¬ 
nical government of Fulgenclo 
Batista and for this reason we 
were anxious to live In a free 
country,” Dr. Robalna said. 

This was the reason he was a 
member of a revolutionary 
group that fought Batista. He 
was not a member of Castro’s 
group because he had known 
him for many years and knew 
the type person Castro was. He 
was a classmate of Castro’s at 
the University of Havana where 
Castro was "one of the leaders 
of a group of gangsters” who 
obtained their grades by 
bravery. 

After his departure from 
Cuba, Dr. Robalna arrived In 
Miami with a bag and five dol¬ 
lars. Also, he was not familiar 
with the language.

In the United States, his first 
child, a daughter, was bom In
